By VAUGHN PROCTOR 
Staff writer 
Lompoc's 
five member 
planning 
commission has its share of education 
and intellect and it took all of it last 
night to resolve a weighty question of 
semantics that stood in the way of a key 
decision 
When it was all over the commission 
agreed with the recommendation of 
Community Development Director Al 
Autry and gave its blessing to the city's 
Environmental Resource Management 
Study The study goes now to the City 
Council, for final review and adoption 
Still bouncing around in the official 
concern, 
however, are the relative 
merits and meanings of the words shall 
and should 
Harley Craig, regular visitor to the 
commission 
meetings 
raised 
the 
question at the outset of the len*thy 
debate, noting that the use of the word, 
shall, 
in 
frequent 
instances, 
went 
further than he wanted to go He said the 
word should be replaced because it 
seemed to commit the city to spend 
monies that might not be available at a 
given moment 
Commission chairman Robert Kramg 
agreed He argued at some length for 
less precise wording, but finally said his 
purpose was not so much to replace the 
word, shall, as it was to be sure the 
specific wording was what the city 
wanted. 
Commissioners William Paulin, John 
Peto and Vernon Copeland argued for 
retention of the crucial word, and 
William Kick favored their position. 
F ick noted: “ 1 think that we have a row 
to hoe that we didn't have before.” He 
was referring to the direct obligation for 
protection of the environment that was 
indicated by the word, shall, as opposed 
to, say, should, in its place 
The debate was not without humor. 
Paulin noted at one point: “ 1 think that 
shall should stay in.” 
All five commissioners finally voted 
to send the document along to the 
council, with the thorny word, shall, 
peppering many pages.

permit for Salvador T. Garcia to use a 
business telephone in his home at 415 
North K St., m conjunction with a 
gardening service; named Copeland to 
serve on a technical advisory park 
committee; approved several proposals 
for rezoning as presented by Autry, and 
recommended that the city council file 
for the federally administered national 
flood insurance program.

City of Lompoc property taxpayers 
will get a stiffer tax bite put on them in 
the 1974 75 tax year, with the county 
auditor showing the combined tax bill 
will be up 85-cents per $100 assessed 
valuation 
County Auditor-Conroller Paul Floyd 
set the new rate at $9 245 as compared 
with $8 394 the previous year. 
Increasing educational-oriented taxes 
total a 64-cent jump alone, with Lompoc 
Unified School District rate up 54 cents. 
This was on top of a 13-cent increase in 
the county levy and a 15-cent jump in the 
Lompoc Hospital tax The city rate is 
figured at $1 68 


K1PAHULU, Hawaii (U P I) — F'lags 
flew at half staff today in the remote 
village on the island of Maui where 
Charles A Lindbergh, aviation s "Lone 
Eagle, chose to spend the last days of 
his life 
Lindbergh died of cancer Monday in 
an isolated beach cottage overlooking 
the Pacific ocean far from the crowds he 
had avoided most of his life He was 72 
Before he died of a malignant tumor of 
the lymphatic system, Lindbergh made 
the arrangements for his burial within 
hours and asked that he be dressed in 
khaki pants and shirt that were so 
familiar in the photographs of him taken 
after his historic first solo flight across 
the Atlantic in 1927 
A memorial service was scheduled for 
late today with only members of the 
family and neighbors present. 
Although the "Lone Eagle” was an 
idol to the generation that cheered his 
daring 33-hour and 2SFminute flight from 
New York to Paris in the "Spirit of St 
l»uis in 1927, he shunned publicity and 
public appearances after the kidnaping 
of his son in 1932 
He was buried in work clothes in a 
simple 
coffin 
hand 
made 
by 
the 
Hawaiian 
cowboys 
who 
were 
his 
neighbors in the village of Kipahulu on 
the slopes of the Haleakala volcano that 
in recent years had become his home 
Lindbergh had undergone treatment 
for several weeks at the Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center in New 
York, but at his request was flown on a 
stretcher to spend his last days on Maui. 
Howell said Lindbergh had planned the 
details of his funeral and burial himself 
Howell said Lindbergh "would like for 
his actions in coming to Hana and having 
a simple funeral to be -in itself —a 
constructive act.” 
In Washington, President Ford said he 
would be remembered as "one of Ameri­ 
ca s ailtime heroes and a great pioneer 
of the air age that changed the world ” 
F'or a generation of Americans, and 
for millions of other people around the 
world, the ‘Uine Eagle’ represented all 
that was best in our country — honesty, 
courage and the will to greatness,” he 
said. 


Sen. Hubert H Humphrey proposed 
that a national air and space museum 
now being built in the nation's capital be 
named in his honor. 


Only 15 persons, close family friends 
and relatives, were present for the 
simple funeral services held at a 
century-old 
missionary 
church 
nine 
hours after Lindbergh s death 
The Rev. John Pincher, summoned 


from a neighboring church, read from 
the Apostle Paul at the grave and said a 
praver. then the Hawaiian burial hvmn 
was sung 


Citizens in Hana. of which Kipahulu is 
a part, lowered their neighbor's casket 
in a grave lined with lava rock and black 
beach pebbles in which his son. Land, 
placed a huge flower lei for his mother 
and a hibiscus flower for himself 
As the grave was being filled with dirt, 
the mourners, dressed in aloha shirts 
and flowery dresses at Lindbergh's 
request, 
tossed in orchid leis and 
coconut leaves 
The churchyard L on a knoll overlooking 
the Pacific surrounded by overhanging 
native trees 
Lindbergh s 
flight, 
in 
a 
tiny 
monoplane through sleet and storms, 
was an epic adventure that was followed 
minute by minute by the world, waiting 


for some word on his fate In his book 
The Spirit of St Louii,” Lindbergh told 
of his feeling when he spotted land 
Is that a cloud on the northeastern 
horizon, or a strip of low fog-or can it 
possibly be land'* 1 stare at it intent!v 
not daring to believe my eyes, keeping 
hope 
in 
check 
to 
avoid 
another 
disappointment ... The temptation is too 
great 
I can t hold my course anv 
longer The Spirit of St Louis banks over 
toward the nearest point of land " 
When Lindbergh landed at Le Bourget 
airport, carrying letters of introduction 
to people in Europe, he was met by a 
tumultuous welcome of hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
F'renchmen 
He 
was 
congratulated by kings, queens and 
presidents 
The attention that was 
focused on his flight was not matched 
until astronauts landed on the moon a 
generation or so later 


World pays tribute 
to 'Lone Eagle'

The world paid tribute today to 
Charles A 
Lindbergh as a pioneer 
aviator 
and ecologist. 
His pre-war 
isolationism went largely ignored 
The newspaper Le Monde said, "At 25. 
there was that legendary crossing of the 
Atlantic., in which he risked a thousand 
deaths before setting down, safe and 
sound, to our pride ” 
In 
Manila, 
Lindbergh's 
Filipino 
friends portrayed him as the gentle 
American who helped preserve rare 
wildlife and the unspoiled lifestyle of 
tribal minorities in the Philippines 
Manuel Elizalde Jr., a millionaire 
philantrophist who heads the Panamin 
foundation 
for 
assisting 
Filipino 
minorities, said Lindbergh’s death not 
only was a loss to Panamin but also "to 
the Philipppme minorities to whom he 
was a friend and to our country which he 
visited often and loved 
Lindbergh often joined pack trips to 
rugged, isolated mountain sites to help 
the country’s different tribal minorities 


preserve their way of life and prevent 
their exploitation 
In Morges, Switzerland, the World 
Wildlife Fund and the international 
Union for the Conservation of Nature 
and Natural Resources paid tribute to 
Lindbergh 
He was an international 
trustee of both organizations 


He made exceptional contributions 
towards 
saving endangered species 
including the Javan rhinoceros, the 
tamarau wild buffalo and the great 
whales,” the organizations said in a 
joint statement. 
Lindbergh, the Lone F^agle, is dead, 
” the Rome newspaper II Tempo said in 
a frontpage headline 


Venezuelans recalled how Lindbergh 
annoyed longtime dictator Juan Vicente 
Gomez by arriving late in his airplane 
after apparently losing his way over the 
Venezuelan plains 
Gomez was scowling when Lindbergh 
finally arrived but he went through with 
the scheduled reception

Alerted by the barking of guard dogs at a 
rural home, a police posse trapped three 
escaped convicts Monday night, killing 
one and capturing two at the end of a 
Colorado-to-Texas spree of revenge, 
murder and rape. 
The local district attorney said today 
the trio planned to go to Mexico and live 
as mercenary soldiers 
One of two surviving desperadoes said 
he wasn t sorry for the four days of 
violence The convict killed by police 
Monday night shouted at officers until 
he died face down in the rain and mud 
At a sunrise news conference, Erath 
County District Attorney Bob Glasgow 
said the inmates showed no remorse for 
the terror they inflicted 
"Throughout this, Jerry Ben Ulmer 
denied that he would be caught to this 
day if it wasn’t for the dudes with him,” 
Glasgow said 
“Jerry is not remorseful 
about this He knows how the law works. 
He knows what kind of shape he is in 
They both realize that they are in bad 
shape ” 
The haggard Glasgow spent more than 
30 minutes reconstructing the revenge- 
filled escapade of Ulmer, 22, Dalton 
Williams, 29, and Richard Magnum, 22, 
who escaped from the Colorado State 
Prison Thursday night 
"He hoped to go to Mexico and go 
overseas 
and 
be 
employed 
as 
a 
mercenary,” the district attorney said 
of Ulmer, a former U. S. Army Green 
Beret. 
Their 1,000-mile rampage ended an 
hour before midnight Monday as police 
opened fire on the fleeing fugitives. 
Magnum was killed, Williams suffered 
facial cuts and Ulmer twisted an ankle

Berg said two attorneys have 
advised the Sierra Gub that 
such legal action seems proper 
in view of long standing local 
efforts to keep the channel free 
of oil drillers, following the 
1969 oil eruption. 
But north county supervisors 
Curtis Tunned and Francis H 
Beattie were able to block a 
proposal by Supervisor James 
M. Slater to have the county 
take the 
first 
step toward 
possible 
legal 
action 
The 
proposal failed to get a second, 
as acting chairman Frost could 
not second a motion 
Board 
chairman Charles F Catterlin 
was ill and unable to attend the 
session 
An earlier motion by Tunned 
to file Berg’s request lost out 
when it was deadlocked at 2-2. 
Some county officials seem 
encouraged to try for a court 
injunction to hamper Exxon 
now that the county has been 
awarded $775,000 in oil spill 
settlement money following an 
earlier joint suit with Santa 
Barbara, the state and city of 
Carpintería 
But Kading said he “didn't 
know what is left" to fight, 
insofar 
as 
the 
Interior 
Department has approved the 
Exxon offshore development, 
which 
can 
utilize 
offshore 
processing 
facilities 
if 
the 
county should turn down a 
permit 
for 
the 
proposed 
onshore plant. 
He said the 
environmental impact report 
on behalf of the project has

September 1, Chet Waite and 
George Bedford will celebrate 
their first year as partners in 
charge of Lompoc Aviation on 
North H St 
The airport is 
leased to them by the county. 
There are now 13 employes, 
seven of whom are pilots 
Waite 
and 
Bedford 
have 
available for rent three twin 
engine planes and five single 
engine aircraft In addition, 47 
private craft make Lompoc 
their home base 
Each partner has his own 
duties: 
Waite 
handles 
the 
business side of things while 
Bedford 
takes care of 
the 
mechanical 
part. 
Together 
they have built a profitable 
operation. 
Just as their jobs differ, the 
background of each man is as 
diverse Bedford is a graduate 
of Northrop Institute in Los 
Angeles and has been working 
on aircraft for years. But his 
partner is another story 


In 
1965, 
Waite 
was 
the 
assistant manager at Jordano’s 
Market 
Another 
Jordano 
employe gave him a ride in a 
private plane and Waite was 
hooked So he quit his job and 
went to Reno to get his license 
In 
1969 
he 
becam e 
a 
professional. 
He was awarded a resolution 
naming 
him 
the top flight 


instructor for 1972 in Van Nuys 
Aside from being 
an FA A 
designated 
flight 
examiner, 
Waite has more than 6,000 
hours of flight time. 
For the future Waite hopes to 
expand the airport physically. 
Already the airport has become 
a Cessna pilot center At a cost 
of $950. an individual can learn 
to fly in a programmed course 
developed 
by 
the 
Cessna 
Aircraft Co. 
Chief Flight Instructor Dan 
Hoback, says the new private 
pilot 
training 
program 
is 
tailored to the individual 
It 
includes cassette recordings, a 
flight manual and a student 
workbook 
With 
the 
new 
program, 
claim s 
Hoback, 
student pilots have less trouble 
with maneuvers once they’re 
up in the sky. 
Another project Waite wants 
to initiate at the airport is a 
Cessna parts dealership. 
The 
co-operators 
of 
the 
airport 
maintain 
that 
the 
energy crisis has helped the 
business. Fuel for the private 
airplanes costs about a dime 
more per gallon than gasoline 
for cars, according to Bedford. 
Waite points out the speed limit 
on California freeways is only 
55 mph. 
With a private aircraft, he 
points out, a pilot can go from 
110 to over 200 mph, depending 
on the size of the plane. He 
adds that an average private 
plane will get better mileage 
than a medium size sedan

the 
average person who comes to 
the airport to learn how to fly is 
a man in his late 30s or early 
40s who has wanted to fly most

Non-high school graduates 
win right to go to college 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Two 
sixteen-year-olds 
have 
won the right to attend Santa 
Rosa Junior College despite the 
fact they were not graduated 
from an accredited high school. 
Frankie M iller Jr. took a 
general education examination 
which 
indicated 
he 
had 
achieved the equivalent of a 
12th grade or high school 
education and Carla Flaherty 
graduated from Symbas Ex­ 
perimental School, a licensed 
but unaccredited high school in 
San Francisco with a branch in 
Santa Rosa. 
Both had been denied admis­ 
sion to the junior college. 
U.S. District Judge Alfonso 
Ztrpoli Monday ruled in favor 
of the students and ordered the 
college to admit them. 
The judge said that the use of 
chronological age, per se, “ is 
an 
arbitrary 
and 
irrational 


basis for the exclusion of an 
otherwise academically quali­ 
fied student.” 


He further said that under 
the 4th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution the school could 
not “ refuse to admit a student 
under the age of 18 ... on the 
basis of the fact that he or she 
is a graduate of a private, 
rather than a public school, nor 
... refuse to accept a student on 
the basis of the fact that the 
basis of instruction used at a 
private school is different from 
that used at a public school.” 


The judge said that while the 
school has the authority to set 
standards, these must be based 
on “ evaluation of the individual 
students educational proficien­ 
cies ... and not on the basis of a 
subjective evaluation of the 
method of instruction at a 
private school.”

Washington until recently, said 
he has learned through years of 
research that paper yellows 
and turns brittle with age 
because it becomes acetic. 
He said a couple of spoons or 
a tablet of milk of magnesia 
dissolved and thoroughly mixed 
in a quart of club soda makes a 
simple solution that will give 


common paper such as news­ 
print a long lasting “ alkaline 
bugger" against acidity. 
Once the solution is ready. 
Smith said, a newspaper page 
should 
be 
immersed, 
then 
carefully spread over some 
supporting material, such as a 
sheet 
of 
plastic 
or 
some 
netting 
The page should be dried 
between 
sheets 
of 
white 
blotting paper, changing the 
blotting paper as needed and 
keeping it under weight with a 
stack of books 
After the page has been 
dried, it should be kept from 
light in a cool place 
and 
shielded from air by placing it 
between sheets of plastic, such 
as the kind dry cleaners use to 
cover clothing

cockpit was blind 
Lindbergh 
had no straight forward vision 
and no windshield when he took 
off from Roosevelt Field, Long 
Island, N Y He was able to see 
through two small side win­

Lindbergh wanted the main 
gas tank to be in front of him 
and not behind so that if he

sandwiched between the tank 
and the engine The plane was 
equipped with a compass but no 
radio To reduce friction, every 
edge was smoothly rounded 
The plane now hangs from 
the ceiling of the Smithsonian 
Institution.

Clrrides meanwhile, appeared 
to be taking a more flexible 
stand on a peace settlement 
Clerides, leader of the Greek 
Cypriot majority on the island, 
told

Greece and Turkey or even 
dividing it into independent 
Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish 
Cypriot states 
He nodded in assent when 
asked if he would be willing to 
discuss a bi-regtonal system as

—but added that the 40 OOP man 
Turkish 
expeditionary

must first withdraw from the 
island. 
Clerides did not elaborate but 
he appeared to be taking a

We need common 'cents' 


In the past 15 years, the U.S. Bureau of 
the Mint has stamped out some 62 billion 
Lincoln pennies.lt is currently producing 
35 million each day, almost twice as many 
as last year. 


Fully half this tremendous output is not 
in actual circulation. Thus the penny 
shortage which is a severe problem or 
inconvenience all over the country. 


Where are all these pennies? Billions of 
them are in dresser drawers, shoe boxes, 
pickle jars — almost any place you can 
think of. An unknown number of others are 
believed to be in the hands of speculators. 


The reason for the latter is that in 
December, 1973, the Treasury announced 
that it would request legislation changing 
the penny from 95 per cent copper and five 
per cent zinc to an aluminum alloy. It was 
apparent that the steadily rising price of 
copper would eventually make the amount 
of metal in the penny worth more than the 
face value of the coin.

pennies,

vanishing by the tens of millions, even 
though the number of pennies that would 
have to be consumed to make any copper 
conversion operations 
worthwhile 
are 
staggering. 
For example, the market price of copper 
would have to go to over $1.50 a pound to 
exceed the face value of a penny. At $1.50 a 
pound, 250,000 pennies, weighing 1,714 
pounds and with a face value of $2,500, 
would be worth $2,571 as raw copper. The 
market price of copper today is well below 
$1.50 a pound. 
But whatever the explanation, the penny 
shortage 
continues 
and 
the Treasury 
Department is appealing for the help of 
patriotic Americans. 
And here’s the best reason to turn in your 
pennies. Just one billion pennies returned 
to circulation would save taxpayers $10 
million. 
If 
15 
billion 
pennies 
were 
returned, the Mint would not have to make 
any more for almost two years and would 
save $150 million.
